Two more arrests were made on Monday 
as Carbondale’s juvenile officer Sgt. Russell 
Scavo. and Mayfield’s Assistant Police 
Chief Dominick Nicolio continued their 
investigation into a series of recent 
burglaries which have taken place in the 
upvalley. 

Sgt. Scavo told The MIRROR Monday 
afternoon that he has been able to solve 
several more burglaries with the 
apprehension of two more juveniles believed 
to be part of a ring of teenagers committing 
the crimes. 

Adding to the list of solved burglaries 
were the burglaries ol a city ceramic shop. 
Michael Cerra's House of Coiffures, two 
burglaries of Saul’s Motors on Brooklyn 
Street, the burglary of the Gay 90's Bar two 
weeks ago. J&J Hoagies, and Griffs Corner 
This brings the number of solved burglaries 
to 15 Scavo pointed out. 

The two juveniles were released to the 
custody of their parents, Scavo said. 

It all started on Sunday when Asst. Chief 
Nicolio and Sgt. Scavo arrested several 
juveniles and solved several burglaries which 
occurred recently in the upvalley when 
several chance books were found on the 
ground by Mayfield police while 
investigating the burglary of the Western 
Auto store op Route 6.
